Five Holidays To 
Fall On Mondays 


Congress Bill To Go Into 


Effect In 1971 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President Johnson has before him a 


bill to make four more holidays fall on Monday every year. 


The Senate, with about eight members present and no de- 


bate, Monday passed the measure which has been kicking 
around Congress for years. 


There was no indication what action Johnson will take and 


he has never publicly commented on the bill. 


Under the bill Washington's Birthday, Memorial Day and 


Veterans Day would fall on Monday and a new national holi- 
day, Columbus Day, would be created, also to fall on Monday. 


With Labor Day already falling on Monday every year, the 


bill would have the effect of making five three-day vaca- 
ionettes—two of them in October—when it takes effect Jan. 1, 
1971. 
' 
It is written to apply only to employes of the federal gov. 


ernment, but the. states would be expected to follow suit. 


The bill provides for Washington's birthday to fall on the 


third Monday in February, Memerial Day on the last Monday 
in May, Veterans Day on the fourth Monday in October and 
Columbus Day on the second Monday in October. 


Columbus day has been observed as a holiday in about 


three-fourths of the slates but has never been a national holi- 
day.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Na- 


tional Guardsmen carrying riot 
control weapons patrolled the 
curfew-emptied streets of the 
nation's capital early today aft- 
er disorders broke out following 
he forceful closing of Resurrec- 
tion City. 


District Mayor Walter Wash- 


ington declared a state of emer 
»ency and called in 1,450 Na- 
ional Guardsmen Monday after 
unruly crowds of Negro young- 
sters hurled bottles and rocks at 
officers in the same area where 
riots occurred last April. 


These measures, plus the ex- 
ensive use of tear gas and the 
mposition of a dusk-to-dawn 
curfew, appeared effective and 
there was relatively little dam- 
age. 


Police reported 274 persons 


were 
arrested 
on 
various 


charges—including 98 accused 
of curfew violations—between 
noon Monday and 6 a.m. today 
and one man wounded by a de- 
tective's bullet as he fled a loot- 
ed liquor store. 
MINOR OUTBREAKS 


Mayor Washington said late 


Monday there had been "a rela- 
tively small number of windows 
proken" and "very little loot- 
ing." 


"The amount of disorder and 


violence is very limited," added 
Public Safety Director Patrick 
Murphy, "I urged the mayor to 
impose the curfew. As a result 
we were successful in clearing 
street of crowds." 


Mayor Washington said the 


curfew would be lifted "as soon 
as conditions are restored to 
normal."

;Cjator of its pollution was the 
'decline of aquatic life, to the point 
; where fish were virtually un- 
^ known in the London sector. 
- '-Enter man, the polluter, in his 
;«*jr role as man, the conservator. 
^«6r 'years ago the Cleaner 
Thames Panel established by the 
Port of London Authority began 
4oJdnr multi-faceted corrective 
measures. Police patrols were set 
'trji to curb dumping of garbage; 
;jj&al authorities along the banks 
Vere prevailed upon to prohibit 
pouring industrial effluent into 
=the river; a waterborne cleanup 
•erew began fishing out big 
"thunks of debris floating in the 
"turbid waters. 
It took awhile for these meas- 


ures to have a perceptible effect, 
. but about a year and a half ago 
..>nah . were discovered again only 


about four miles upstream from 
Westminster. 
Now freshwater 


f i s h are moving downstream 
steadily, and in the tidal area 
such aquatic creatures as ells and 
small Crustacea are appearing 
again.

It was a ceremony that 
said something to us all: Even in 
the 
m o s t 
conjested 
areas, 


thoughtful planning and persis- 
tent action can remove the 
poisons from our environment. 


Much has been done to clean 


up the St. Joseph river locally. 
More needs still to be accom- 
plished, complete sewage treat- 
ment, for example. But anglers 
are now catching bass, walleyes 
and even coho salmon in the river 
where only a decade back they 
found only carp .and suckers. 
Sewage 
disposal plants 
have 


produced the difference. 


They are a beginning. But as 


the area's population increases 
and its factories expand, there is 
going to have to be virtually 
complete elimination of septic 
tank effluent and untreated in- 
dustrial waste. Fortunately, the 
Berrien 
county public works 


department has already mapped 
Jong range plans. 


Another of the local area's 


beautiful rivers that could be a 
recreational delight is the Paw 
P a w . Unfortunately, nowhere 
near the desired progress has yet 
been made. 


With proper leadership at the 


county level and consistent public 
backing, there is no reason why 
Berrien cannot swiftly trod the 
long road back to pure water and 
all the health and recreational 
advantages it brings.
